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Hockey League Ends 
Play-Offs Wednesday 


Junior, Soph Arts Vie For Title 


For the past eight weeks the College hockey enthusiasts have 
been fighting bitterly for the trophy emblematic of the Intra~Mural 
champions of 1947. Every Wednesday and Sunday evening since 
January the eighth has seen four classes clash in bitter, blood-curdling, 
hack-breaking battles. Despite the rugged brand of hockey that has 
been displayed by the representatives of all the college classes, still 
some fast, exciting and highly skilful contests have been staged. 
Leading the pack at the present moment is the star-studded aggrega- 
tion from Sophomore Arts. Made up of some of the best talent in 
the school, with such men as Owen Maloney, Ron Sutherland, Kev. 
Reynolds, Whitey Shutz, Dodge, O’Neil and Jack Martin dotting the 
line-up. This team meets Junior in the final tomorrow. 


The second year men 
proved to be masters of all they 
survey. Up till now they have 
won six of their seven games, 
losing only one, and this by de- 
fault to Soph. Science. In these 
six games they have averaged 
10.2 goals per game as against 
their opponents’ 2.1 goals per 
game. Junior is right on the 
heels of the league-leaders with 
five wins to their credit. Senior 
and Soph. Science bring up the 
rear of the big four with the 
two freshman squads in the rear. 


To date sixteen double-head- 
ers have been played, thus giv- 
ing the Collegians the greatest 
serving of Intra-mural hockey in 
the school’s history. The L.C.A. 
A. had hoped that this league 
would partly fill the ill created 
when Inter-College hockey was 
dropped__They__realize however 
that nothing can replace the big 
College league, but they are 
satisfied that this loop has help- 
ed to give seventy-two College 
men a little hockey this season. 

The leading scorers to date 
are: Maloney, Dodge, O’Neill, 
Sutherland and Shutz, all of 
Sophomore. O'Neil is in the top 
spot with 34 points. 

The thanks of the league big- 
wigs go out to Paul Gallagher 
and Irish Reynolds who have 
handled in an official capacity 
so many games thus far this 
year. Men such as these two 
and Bob Fauteux, Owen Maloney, 
Bill Pelton, Moe Malone, and 
McIntyre have made the league 
the success it is. 


Debaters Split

j On Wednesday, February 12th, 
The Loyola Affirmative Team of 
Paul Orr and Charles Phelan 
squeezed out a close two to one 
decision over the University of Ot- 
tawa, represented by Bob Car- 
mody and Harvey Lussier, in the 
first round of the Inter University 
Debating League competition. 
Judges for the affair were Jon 
Wynn, Frank Jennings and Ken- 
neth Smith, the chairman Archie 
McDonald. On the same evening, 
upholding the negative of the 
identical topic: “Resolved that the 
Veto power contributes to the ef- 
fective working of the U.N.,” John 
Walsh and William Pelton lost in 
Lennoxville to a Bishop’s team by 
an overall margin of five points. 
As a result of this the Loyola 
team failed to qualify for the final 
round, that honour going to Bish- 
op’s University who also defeated 
McGill.

Adler Points 
Out The Way 


On Sunday, February 23rd, Doc- 
tor Mortimer Adler of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, speaking on 
the subject “Unity or Chaos” in 
the Loyola Lecture Series pointed 
out that World Government must 
be achieved in the very near fu- 
ture, if the world were to remain 
secure and peace be established. 

Doctor Adler based his remarks 
upon two premises: Government is 
the foundation of political peace, 
and World Government is neces- 
sary before we can have a com- 
plete political peace. In elaborat- 
ing upon this theme he pointed out 
that the peace which we have to- 
dey is not a true one in the real 
sense of the term, and that it 
could never be one under the exist- 
ing framework for world govern- 
ment, the United Nations organi- 
zations. 

In concluding his remarks, the 
speaker pointed out that the in- 
dividual can help achieve this solu- 
tion by recognizing its necessity 
and doing the utmost in his power 
to achieve it. 

The next speaker of the Loyola 
Lecture series will be Reverend 
Doctor P. Halloran of the Society 
of Jesus, who will lecture in the 
Loyola Auditorium on the evening 
of March 23rd.

Perhaps the most 
worthwhile chapters of the first 
section are The Totem Pole 
(parts 1 & 2), while in the sec- 
ond section a much discussed 
question is penetratingly and 
sharply answered. This chapter 
is called not unnaturally, “Twice 
Two Is NOT Four.’ Do not fail 
to read this intriguing and just- 
ly renowned book.
